Broodmare Record Book 
HE BLOOD-HORSE has announced tentative 


r plans for the compilation and publication of 
a hook of broodmare records, which would include 
the winning produce of American mares. The 
response to date has not been sufficient to indi- 
cate that the book will be published. To date 
we have orders for 46 copies of the book. 

We do not wish to dismiss the plan too has- 
lily. It is still our impression that there are 
several hundred breeders in America to whom 
such a book would be worth much more than it 
them. We do not want to abandon 
the idea without making sure that we have mis- 
judged the potential market. Hence we ask once 
more that our readers, if they intend eventually 
to cooperate in the endeavor, let us know their 
intentions quickly. 

We shall not consider ourselves bound to go 
ahead with the work unless we have assurances 
that at least 120 copies will be subscribed in ad- 
vance of publication. 

As we have stated previously, the price for this 
book will be determined by dividing the cost by 
the number of subscriptions. It is not a plan to 
make money for THE BLOOD-HORSE, but we do 
not have enough money that we can afford to 
publish it at a loss. Copies will be sold only to 
subscribers, except for a few extras which will 
he available at a higher price than is paid by the 
subscribers. But we will not publish the book at 
all unless we are able to keep the cost as low 
as $50 a copy, and we would prefer to make the 
price considerably lower than that. 

A subscriber to the book has asked whether the 
foreign winnings of American-bred horses will be 
included in the compilation. They will be in- 
cluded, as completely as is practicable. All Amer- 
ican-bred winners in France and England will be 
accounted for, but there will be some cases in 
which a full accounting cannot be made for horses 
sent to other countries. 

The full record of imported mares will be 
given, whether their winners were foaled in 
America or in other countries. The same will 


would cost 
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hold true for exported mares, as far as possible, 
provided that the mare produced an American 
winner. 

In the case of imported winners whose dams 
were not imported, the American winners will be 
listed under their dams, but no attempt will be 
made to provide a complete record for their 
dams. 

The mares selected for inclusion in the book 
will be those which have had a foal to win in 
North America during the five-year period begin- 
ning with 1935 and ending with 1939. But if a 
mare appears in the book at all, her complete 
list of winners will be given, whether they won 
within the period indicated or earlier. The mares 
will be arranged alphabetically, and under each 
mare's name her foals will be arranged chrono- 
logically. The data furnished for each foal will 
include year foaled, color, sex, sire, number of 
seasons in which it won (with an indicator show- 
ing whether it began winning at two), number of 
races won, and total amount of money earned. 
The names of stakes winners will be set in type 
to distinguish them from other winners. It is the 
present plan to provide a separate index of the 
names of winners and another listing in which 
the mares in the book will be grouped under the 
names of their sires. 

There is no doubt in our mind that a book of 
this sort would be of greater value to the Amer- 
ican breeder than any publication ever issued, bar 
only the stud book and the racing charts. 

But if only a few persons feel that it is worth 
their cooperation, then there is nothing for us 
to do except to abandon the project. 

Because of the fact that the work of compila- 
tion will require several months it is necessary 
that we make our decision in the very near fu- 
ture. We have no intention of nagging our 
readers to subscribe to this endeavor. We only 
want to know immediately whether they are go- 
ing to take advantage of the opportunity to 
create a unique and invaluable reference work. 

The decision as to whether the book will be 
carried forward to its completion will be made 
within the next two or three weeks.

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Names in Pedignees 
By Beadsman 


This article is one of a series, begun December 
8, 1938, on the racing records of stallions foaled 
during the 1860-1900 period which are most im- 
portant in modern pedigrees. The series will in- 
clude about 50 horses. 


Bay Ronald 


T is a rash prophet who will predict the death 

of a male line while members of it remain 
alive. A reputation as a pedigree expert can 
be much better maintained by waiting until these 
die, and then explaining why. But certainly, of 
Hampton’s many sons, nearly all modern im- 
portance in male line comes through one of the 
latest, Bay Ronald, foaled in 1893 when his sire 
was 21 years old. Sons of *Wrack are still alive, 
some of them racing, and the line of Ayrshire 
still has some chance. But Royal Hampton's 
connection with present day pedigrees comes 
through his daughters. *Eothen got Ethelbert, 
but the latter is remembered almost solely be- 
cause he is the sire of the dam of Chance Shot 
and Chance Play. *Star Ruby is only a name 
three generations back on Questionnaire’s fe- 
male side. Ladas got no important sires. Merry 
Hampton is the maternal grandsire of Santoi, 
and of Muhabah, dam of Man o’ War. But Bay 
Ronald’s male line goes on with some power. 

Bay Ronald was foaled May 3, 1893, at T. 
Phillips’ Leybourne Grange Stud, where Rosicru- 
cian had been born before him. He was sent to 
the Doncaster yearling sales in 1894, but did not 
reach the reserve of 500 guineas which was 
placed on him. He went back to Leybourne 
Grange, but Trainer Tom Jennings, Jr., had seen 
him, and he wrote to his patron, Mr. (later Sir) 
Leonard Brassey, suggesting that since Mr. 
Brassey lived near Leybourne Grange he go 
over to see him. The result was that Mr. Bras- 
sey bought Bay Ronald privately, for £500, sent 
him to Jennings to train. 

He was not a horse of very strong constitution, 
and he came to hand slowly, as the line of Hamp- 
ton typically did. His first start was made at 
Epsom May 29, 1895 in the Stanley Stakes, 
where he was beaten back to third by Devil-may- 
care and Froward, with seven others trailing. 
Bay Ronald started four more times at two, and 
was unplaced each time. He finished behind 
Cushendall, Attainment, and Musley Chief in the 
Windsor Castle Stakes, behind Flitters and 
Omladina (a dead heat) and *Chinkara in the 
Lavant Stakes, behind St. Frusquin, Omladina, 
and Persimmon in the Middle Park Plate, behind 
St. Frusquin, *Knight of the Thistle, and Helm 
in the Dewhurst Plate. 

Mr. Brassey, though his subsequent estimate of 
Bay Ronald showed that he was under no illu- 
sions about the horse’s merit, never ceased to 
send him against top company. At three he 
began in the Newmarket Stakes, where he was 
fourth to Galeazzo, Balsamo, and Bradwardine. 
Then he was unplaced in the Derby, which went 
to Persimmon with St. Frusquin a close second, 
Earwig a poor third. In the Ascot Derby Bay 
Ronald was third, Conroy winning by a length 
from Positano, with Bay Ronald three-fourths of

a length back. He got £100 for the performance, 
which was his first earnings. Then he was un- 
placed to Shaddock, Dunrobin, and Sati in the 
Hardwicke Stakes, unplaced to Persimmon, Sir 
Visto, and Laveno in the Jockey Club Stakes. 
So up to October 15 of his 3-year-old year, Bay 
Ronald had raced 10 times, had been twice third, 
had earned £100. But what Mr. Brassey thought 
of him may be approximated by the fact that on 
the morning of that day he purchased Black 
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Duchess, dam of Bay Ronald. He must have felt 
justified that afternoon, for Bay Ronald smashed 
through with a three-length victory in the Low- 
ther Stakes (115 m.) with Avilion second, Ram- 
pion four lengths farther back, and Utica and 
Earwig unplaced. He carried only 107 pounds, 
however, got weight from all of his opposition. 

But on October 27 he took up 119 pounds and 
won the one-mile Limekiln Stakes from Avilion 
(115), Balsamo (119), *Knight of the Thistle 
(107), and three others, including the 4-year-old 
Laveno (138). He completed his 3-year-old sea- 
son by finishing unplaced to Guilstan, Thais, and 
South Australian in the Free Handicap Sweep- 
stakes. 

It must be confessed that Bay Ronald had not 
beaten much. Balsamo won the Dullingham 
Plate and Doveridge Stakes that year and Utica 
won the July Handicap and Brighton Stakes 
from 14 starts. But Laveno, *Knight of the 
Thistle, Earwig, Rampion, and Avilion had no 
victories to show for their 1896 campaigns. 

Bay Ronald began at four at Epsom in the 
City and Suburban Handicap (11, m.) and was 
beaten a half-length by Balsamo, which was 
getting three pounds. La Sagesse was third, 
with 12 others, including Richard Croker’s Santa 
Anita, trailing. Then, at Ascot, Bay Ronald 
came out to score his best and richest victory 
in the Hardwicke Stakes, a 1!2-mile event mostly 
up hill. Under 133 pounds he won by two 
lengths from Lowly (3-y-o, 102), with Novitiate 
(3-y-o, 105), six lengths farther back, three other's 
unplaced. 

On July 16, in the Eclipse Stakes, he met too 
formidable opposition. Persimmon (142) won by 
two lengths from Velasquez (3-y-0, 130), with 
Bay Ronald (139) third, Bradwardine and Beato 
unplaced. The five-horse field ran exactly to the 
betting odds. They did again in the Champion 


Stakes, where Velasquez won by two lengths 
from Bay Ronald at weight for age, with Dosser 
third. 


Possibly the rigors of training proved

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too much for Bay Ronald, for he finished the 
season by finishing unplaced to Comfey, St. Cloud 
II, and Sandia in the Cambridgeshire, unplaced 
to Chiselhampton, General Peace, and Labrador 
in the Liverpool Autumn Cup. In Velasquez he 
had met a very tough campaigner, which won 
the Princess of Wales’ Stakes as well as the 
Champion, was second to Galtee More in Two 
Thousand Guineas and Derby, second to Per- 
simmon in Eclipse Stakes, to Love Wisely in the 
Jockey Club Stakes at Newmarket. These were 
all of his starts that year. 

The next season Bay Ronald began by winning 
the City and Suburban Handicap (114 m.) by 
two lengths from Newhaven II, with Craftsman 
third and 15 others, including’ *Knight of the 
Thistle and Chelandry, unplaced. Newhaven II, 
out of an Australian-bred mare, had some repu- 
tation, so Bay Ronald's victory was regarded as 
doubtful form, an impression which was con- 
firmed when Newhaven II won the March Stakes. 
But in the 1!2-mile Epsom Cup on May 25 Bay 
Ronald carried 132 pounds, beat Newhaven II 
(182) two lengths, with Winkfield’s Pride (132) 
third, two unplaced. 

The next race was for the Ascot Gold Cup, 
and this, as Mr. Brassey later admitted, was a 
mistake. ‘My action in this matter,” he wrote, 
“was scarcely judicious. The horse never showed 
ability to stay more than a mile and a half, and 
a severe preparation for the Cup, followed by a 
race on hard ground, in all probability had a per- 
manently adverse effect. I think Bay Ronald 
was never afterwards in the form he was when 
he so easily won the Epsom Cup.” 

At all events the Cup went to the French-bred 
Elf II, by Upas, which started only the one time 
in England that year, but won the Prix de Lutece, 
Prix Rainbow, Prix Gladiateur, and La Coupe 
(an objet dart, says the Racing Calendar) at 
Paris, in five starts on the continent. The 2's 
miles of the Ascot Gold Cup could not have 
seemed very serious to Elf II, for the Prix Rain- 
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bow was at 31, miles, the Prix Gladiateur at 37x 
miles. 

Bay Ronald tried to give the 3-year-old St. 
Simon colt Collar 28 pounds for the Hardwicke 
Stakes, and was beaten three lengths, with Cor- 
tegar third, four unplaced. This, by the way, 
was on the day after the punishing Cup race. 
Under level weights in the Champion Stakes, 
Velasquez beat him a length, at Newmarket 
on October 11, with Bay Ronald’s stablemate, 
Goblin, third. For the Lowther Stakes on Oc- 
tober 13 he was third and last to Ninus and Batt, 
both 3-year-olds, and in his last start, on Oc- 
tober 27, he was third and last to Merman and 
The Rush in the Jockey Club Cup. Velasquez 
had gone on his winning way at four, having also 
won Eclipse Stakes and Subscription Stakes, the 
latter a six-furlong dash in which he had beaten 
James R. Keene’s speedy *Voter. Collar was 
another worthy antagonist, having won the Trial 
Stakes in three other starts at three.

Bay Ronald was sent to the stud at Preston 
Farm, near Aylesford, in Kent, where in 1899 he 
stood at a fee of 25 guineas, dams of winners 
free. In 1903 the fee was raised to 45 guineas, and 
in 1904 it went up to 100 guineas. That was a 
poor year for him, however, and in 1905 the fee 
dropped to 75 guineas. Later that year he was 
sold to a French syndicate for £5,000, and went 
to Cheri Halbronn’s stud, where in May, 1907, at 
the age of 14 years, he died unexpectedly. At 
stud in England he never had more than 20 
mares a season and these, on Mr. Brassey’s word, 
chiefly of poor quality. 

He was a horse of great quality, particularly 
about the head, and most photographs of him 
(though not the one accompanying this study) 
show him slightly over at the knees. 

Possibly the chief source of French interest in 
Bay Ronald was the fact that in 1900 Prince 
Pierre d’Arenhberg, having bought the Barcaldine 
mare Myrtledine, and being “doubtful what he 
should do with her,’ had accepted Mr. Brassey's 
suggestion to send her to Bay Ronald. In 1901 
in France she foaled Macdonald II, which won 
the Prix de Sablonville, Prix Boiard, Prix Royal 
Oak, Prix Eugene Adam, and Prix du Conseil 


Municipal. Later he did very well as a sire, 
getting As d’Atout (Grand Prix de Paris) and 
others. 


But the English fortune on exportations held 
as usual. When Bay Ronald was sold in 1905, 
the broodmare Darkie was suckling the colt later 
named Dark Ronald, and the fine mare Galicia, 
later to be the dam of Lemberg, was carrying 
Bayardo. Dark Ronald, which won the Hurst 
Park Foal Plate, Royal Hunt Cup, and Princess 
of Wales’ Stakes, was sold to the Prussian gov- 
ernment after a few years at stud, and he did 
excellently in Germany. His name still dom- 
inates the pedigrees of that country. But in 
England he left Son-in-Law, Ambassador (later 
brought to America as *Ambassador IV), Dark 
Legend, and other successful horses. Bayardo, 
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which won 22 races and £44,534 and died at the 
age of 11, left Gay Crusader and Gainsborough 
to carry on his branch. Dark Legend went to 
France, where he got, among others, Duplex, 
winner of the French Derby, and Galatea II, 
winner of the 1939 One Thousand Guineas and 
Oaks. 

In the United States the Hampton line was 
represented, until 1935, through Ayrshire’s grand- 
son *Wrack, but with the exception of *Wrack’'s 
sons, practically everything comes through Bay 
Ronald. Through Bayardo's son Gay Crusader 
came *Bright Knight. Through Dark Ronald 
came *Ambassador IV, his sons Peanuts and St. 
James, his grandson Jamestown. Also through 
Dark Ronald came *Herodot’s son Dark Hero. 
And last year *Boswell, a son of Bosworth, by 
Son-in-Law, was imported, having won the St. 
Leger and Eclipse Stakes for William Woodward. 

In England the proportion is more pronounced. 
In F. M. Pryor’s Reyister of Thoroughbred Stal- 
lions of 1939, five-cross pedigrees are given for 
199 English stallions. One of them, Cri de 
Guerre, is a French-bred grandson of Ayrshire. 
No fewer than 44 come through Bay Ronald, 23 
through Dark Ronald, 21 through Bayardo. Son- 
in-Law, by Dark Ronald, has 21 descendants in 
the book, including Bosworth, Trimdon, Tiberius, 
Epigram, and Robin Goodfellow. All of Bay- 
ardo’s descendants but two are through Gains- 
borough, which is responsible for Solario, Mid- 


day Sun, Orpen, Solfo, Orwell, Hyperion, and 
Dastur. 
In the Stallion Register published by THE 


BLOOD-HORSE, as of January 1, 1939, there are 
189 stallions, of which six are from the Hamp- 
ton line, or about 3 per cent. But of the 199 
in the Pryor book, 45, or about 25 per cent, 
stem from Hampton. 

The male lines are not the end of Bay Ron- 
ald’s influence. He is grandsire of Helenora, 
third dam of Cavalcade. His grandson *Am- 
bassador IV got Killashandra, dam of Mate. And 
he himself got Rondeau, dam of the great 
*Teddy. 

His dam, Black Duchess, by Galliard, was an 
excellent producer. She won but one race, but 
all of her eight foals were winners, though none 


of the others were as good as Bay Ronald. Her 
dam, Black Corrie, by Sterling, had but one 
other foal, the producer Benedictine. One of 


Black Duchess’ other foals was Black Cherry, 
which produced nine winners from 13 foals, in- 
cluding Black Arrow (St. James’ Palace, Coven- 
try Stakes) and Cherry Lass (One Thousand 
Guineas, Oaks, St. James’ Palace Stakes). But 
Black Cherry’s greatest contribution to modern 
pedigrees was through her non-winning daugiter 
Blanche, which to the cover of Swynford pro- 
duced the great sire Blandford. Black Duchess 
outlived her best son a year, dying in 1908, at 
the age of 22.

Inbreeding 


HE best 3-year-old filly of 1937 was Dawn 

Play, a brown daughtev of Clock Tower out 
of Gun Play, by Man 0° War. Dawn Play now 
has a very good colt foal by Discovery, which is 
by Display, by Fair Play, sire of Man o’ War. 
The foal is inbred to Fair Play with three free 
yenerations, whicn is probably not close enough 
to exercise a precominant irnvence in the pedi- 
gree. But Robert J. Kleberg, of the King Ranch, 
has booked Dawn Play to Man o' War, her own 
maternal grandsiie. The mating was to have 
been made this year, but has been postponed, I 
understand, unti 1940. 

Mr. Kleberg’s enthusiasm for inbreeding can 
be readily understood. Wit! that tool he has 
developed a fine band of cow ponies and has cre- 
ated a splendid new breed of cattle. But in the 
field of Thoroughbred breeding he is not likeiy 
to find inbreeding especially effective in produc- 
ing first-class performers on the race track. 

The King Ranch Thoroughbreds are more in- 
bred, I suppose, than the horses in any other 
prominent stable in America. In the string of 
16 horses with which the Kire Ranch started the 
1939 season were the following:

Most of the horses listed above have yet to 
reveal their racing class. Sunsun, whose pedi- 
gree is a copy of that of Mata Hari, raced twice 
unplaced at two, won three races and was twice 
second in 11 starts at three, has started six 
times this year without winning. Unico has won 
one race. None of the other 2-year-olds had 
started to the end of May. It will be interesting 
to watch their progress. 

The best horses to race for King Ranch thus 
far have been fillies. Split Second is inbred to 
*Star Shoot with three free generations. Ciencia 
is inbred to Isinglass, sire of *Star Shoot, with 
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four free generations 
called inbreeding. Dawn Play has no name re- 
peated in four generations of ancestors. 

One does not need to go back to the two 
crosses of *Star Shoot to explain the racing 


which can scarcely be 


class of Split Second. She is out of One Hour, 
a stakes-winning mare. As a matter of fact, 
there have been precious few horses of even sec- 
ond class inbred to *Star Shoot, one of the most 
widely diffused bloodstrains in the American Stud 
Book. 

Robert J. Kleberg is one of the most experi- 
enced and most thoroughly grounded livestock 
breeders in America. I mention the pedigrees 
of his horses not to take issue with him, but 
simply because he brings into the Thoroughbred 
field a wealth of experience among other ani- 
mals and because other breeders will wish to 
know his plan and the fortune which comes of it. 
Mr. Kleberg apparently has singled out a few 
horses which represent to him the type of horse 
he wants to produce, and he uses these horses 
for his inbreeding experiments. And I suspect 
he is breeding toward a conformation type which 
represents for him the ideal of the Thoroughbred. 
If he is willing to accept the many failures that 
probably will come, I have no doubt that he will 
eventually breed the horse which he probably 
visualized years ago. 

I question, however, whether he will arrive at 
his goal any sooner by inbreeding than he would 
by some other route. He would if he were 
breeding for conformation only. On the other 
hand, there is no reason for assuming that it 
will hinder his progress. In other words, it is 
my opinion (the evidence on this point is a little 
too confused for anyone to claim that the issue 
is settled beyond controversy) that inbreeding 
per se is neither an advantage nor a disadvan- 
tage; that it will do no more good, and no more 
harm, than nicks or dosages or any other hocus- 
pocus. But if anyone could gain an advantage 
from inbreeding, it ought to be Bob Kleberg. 
And I, for one, am going to take the liberty of 
being a kibitzer while he plays his hand. 

But there is inbreeding and inbreeding. Some 
of it is done with a very practical goal. Some of 
it perhaps, by stretching a point, may be said 
to have a scientific purpose. And a lot of it 
done simply from sentiment. There is Joe 
Hooker, for instance. The 3-year-old colt Joe 
Hooker, Jr., is by Joe Hooker out of Birdie 
Hooker, by Joe Hooker. The 2-year-old Washoe 
Hooker is by Joe Hooker out of Tessie Hooker, 
by Joe Hooker. Peeping Sun is the name of 
another son-and-grandson of Joe Hooker. The 
Joe Hooker which is the basis of this unusual 
breeding was foaled in 1911, by Rey del Sierras 
(by old Joe Hooker) out of Sainperia, by *Sain, 
second dam Hesperia, by *Richmond. He was a 
good horse in $200 and $300 purse races at four 
and five, and was a winner up to 5!, furlongs. 
Inbreeding of this sort is, I presume, based upon 
affection for a nice old horse. 

The Thoroughbred breed is much too old and 
too widely varied for inbreeding to have much 
advantage, if any. But a century and a half ago 
it was practiced regularly, and in no half-way 
fashion. There was, for instance, Goode’s Twigg, 
foaled in North Carolina in 1778, “the strongest 
and swiftest horse in the universe, for three or 
four hundred yards."’ He was by *Janus out of 
Puckett’s Switch, by *Janus, second dam by 
*Janus, third dam by *Janus. That pedigree was 
fifteen-sixteenths *Janus—-which was all right 
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King Ranch’s good 
mare Dawn Play and her 
splendid colt foal by Dis- 
covery. This inbreeding 
to Fair Play is prelimi- 
nary to a closer inbreed- 
ing to Man o’ War.

for a quarter-horse but not much for a Thor- 
oughbred. 

You can shake the dice all you want to, but 
they are still loaded against you unless you 
breed from racing class, and no juggling of pedi- 
grees will alter that principle, which is the only 
principle in Thoroughbred breeding worth re- 
membering overnight. It doesn’t work very well, 
but the others don’t work at all. 


Black Servant 


OME time ago a reader who apparently makes 

a hobby of following the fortunes of the 
Thoroughbreds owned and bred by Col. E. R. 
Bradley asked for a summary of the stud record 
of Black Servant, son of Black Toney and sire 
of Blue Larkspur. 

Black Servant was in the stud for “the first 
time in 1923. He was apparently pressed into 
service that year because the good race mare 
Busy Signal, covered previously by *North Star 
III, had failed to conceive. She was bred to 
Black Servant and produced the winner Birley 
M. C., the only foal in Black Servant’s first crop. 

To the end of 1938 Black Servant was re- 
sponsible for 164 foals which had reached racing 
age (foals of 1936 included). One hundred and 
five of these were winners, or 64 per cent. Of 
this total of winners, 55 won at two, and 10 were 
stakes winners. The stakes winners were Beel- 
zebub (steeplechase), Blue Larkspur, Espinoza, 
Black Mammy, B’ar Hunter, Baba Kenny, Jillion, 
Barn Swallow, Sweet Chariot, Be Mine. If we 
count Shoeless Joe, the total of stakes winners 
is 11. Shoeless Joe in 1938 won the Autumn 
Handicap at Woodbine Park. The race does not 
quite qualify as a stakes event by the rules of 
racing which obtain at that track, but the 
American Racing Manual classifies it as a stakes. 
Shoeless Joe and Be Mine were foaled in 1932, 
and no later son or daughter of Black Servant is 
a stakes winner. 

At the end of 1938 the get of Black Servant 
had won 825 races and had earned $1,020,906, of 
which $272,070 was won by Blue Larkspur. His 
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average per foal is $6,225, which is high. He 
was On the list of leading sires in three years: 
seventh in 1929, sixth in 1930, nineteenth in 1933. 

If we omit Shoeless Joe from consideration, 
six of the 10 stakes winners by Black Servant 
were out of stakes-winning mares: Beelzebub out 
of *Vaila, Blue Larkspur out of Blossom Time, 
Espinoza out of Clintonville, B’ar Hunter out of 
*Bit of White, Baba Kenny out of Betty Beall, 
Barn Swallow out of Blue Warbler. Black Mam- 
my and Jillion were out of winners. Be Mine’s 
dam, Menthol, placed at two. The dams of Sweet 
Chariot and Shoeless Joe did not race. Blue 
Larkspur, Baba Kenny, and Barn Swallow, the 
three genuinely high-class stakes winners got by 
Black Servant, were all out of high-class race 
mares. 

Black Servant has not been used as a stallion 
for the last two seasons. He remains as a pen- 
sioner at Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexington, 
where his son, Blue Larkspur, is now chief of 
staff, assisted by two promising youngsters, Bal- 
ladier and Burgoo King. 


Fillies 


FEW days ago I asked a young breeder about 
his prospects for the Saratoga sales. 

“I have some nice vearlings,”’ he said. 
they won't bring anything.” 

“Why not?” 

“They're fillies.” 

There was a laconic comment on the American 
horseman’s lack of proper appreciation for half 
of the Thoroughbred breed. But it appears to me 
that, with breeding expanding rapidly to keep 
pace with the growth of racing, we have a situa- 
tion which ought to mean better prices for fillies 
at the coming Saratoga sales. 

If a breeder expects to produce good horses he 
must have good mares, and the best broodmares, 
as I believe has been pointed out before in these 
columns, are the best athletes. The yearlings 
sold at Saratoga are the best prospects for rac- 
ing which appear on the open market, and there-

Aqueduct 


UNE 17 should be a well remembered day in 

the Belair Stud of William Woodward, which 
has a great many big days to remember. The 
total amount of money involved, some $21,000, 
was far from a record for a stable which has 
won three Kentucky Derbys, five Belmonts, and 
many of the other most important American 
races. But the Belair Stud took down the seven- 
furlong Carter Handicap with Fighting Fox, in 
a performance which broke the track record 
Naturalist had set 20 years earlier, and a half- 
hour later Johnstown won the Dwyer in a per- 
formance almost as fast. The Jamestown colt’s 
time for the mile, 1:35%;, was faster than John 
P. Grier’s track record, and his time for the full 
11, was as good as the Dwyer has ever been run, 
though one-fifth of a second slower than the 
track record Discovery set four years ago. And 
before the 83-year-old champion could be cooled 
out, word came from Delaware Park that Wise 
Lady had given the stable a triple by winning the 
Delaware Oaks. Belair Stud narrowly missed a 
fourth victory when Fenelon, a 2-year-old, failed 
by a nose to catch Dos, a Chicaro colt, in a 
maiden race at Aqueduct. The Belair jockey, 
Jimmy Sout, also got a triple; after winning 
with Fighting Fox and Johnstown he was up on 
War Dog, a *Bull Dog colt, which won a Class 
C handicap for the Falaise Stable at seven 
furlongs. 

The steeplechase stakes on the June 17 card 
went to Greentree Stable’s Sumatra, in a level 
but not very fast performance. Other races on 
the card included a Class C handicap at 1 5-16 
miles, won by Isidor Bieber’s *Confiado, a 
Chilean-bred horse by Alan Breck, and a 6!2- 
furlong race for maidens three years old and up, 
which went to J. E. Widener’s Holbein, 3-year- 
old gelding by. Blue Larkspur. 


Now What 


Twice beaten narrowly in stakes events, Al- 
fred Vanderbilt’s Chance Play filly Now What 
(116's) was successful in her third attempt, the 
Astoria Stakes ($2,5C0 added, 2-year-old fillies, 
five furlongs) at Aqueduct June 14. Raymond 
Workman was in the saddle and he broke her 
forwardly, sent her between the leaders going to 
the turn, and she was never caught. W. H. Gal- 
lagher’s Us (113), by American Flag, after a 
little trouble with the sloppy track on the first 
turn, raced wide in the stretch and was beaten

only a half-length. Third was Foxcatcher Farms’

Sumatra Jumps Best 


Steeplechasing this season is largely a Whitney 
affair, with Mrs. Gwladys Whitney’s jumpers tak- 
ing up where Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree 
Stable leaves off. At Aqueduct June 17 it was 
Greentree’s turn, and Sumatra (151) carried the 
pink and black silks in the Lion Heart Steeple- 
chase Handicap ($2,500 added, 4-year-olds and 
up, two miles), in which he was third last year. 
Made favorite at 9 to 5, Sumatra was kept up 
close under restraint, jumping nicely. After one 
turn of the course Jockey William Collins took 
him into the lead, but when Harold E. Talbott’s 
Ship Executive (148) came up strongly Sumatra 
made little effort to hold the lead. Over the last 
fence Ship Executive was in front, but he faltered 
in the run-in and Sumatra beat him a length. E. 
Pfizer’s *Farndale (138) was third, eight lengths 
back, and Groton Stable’s One Round (147), a 
selling plater which lived up to his name by be- 
ing prominent the first time around the course, 
was a distant fourth. Big Rebel (142) and *Car- 
termoor (139), an Irish jumper making his first 
start in the United States, completed the field.

Sumatra raced eight times at two for William 
Ziegler, never won or placed. He was not raced 
at three, and was privately transferred to Green- 
tree Stable, where he was trained to jump. In 
his steeplechasing career he has started 32 times, 
won seven races, finished second 10 times, third 
seven times, earned $10,735. Though not a bril- 
liant steeplechaser, he is steady, usually gets the 
course. Marka is dam of the winners Marcasite 
(17 wins and placed in a stakes) and Proprietary. 
She has had only two other foals of racing age. 
Eureka also produced the winners King B., Zeka

The Start of a Double 


Belair Stud got off to a bad start at Aqueduct 
June 17 when the 2-year-old Fenelon was nosed 
out of a maiden race, but then it went on to 
capture both stakes features. The first of these 
was the Carter Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, seven furlongs). The entry of A. G. 
C. Sage’s Entracte (3-y-o, 112) and Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark's Lovely Night (3-y-o0, 114) was made 
a strong favorite over a field of older horses 
which included the crack sprinters of the season, 
but the two 3-year-olds found themselves pitted 
against speed of a variety seldom seen. 

Jimmy Stout broke Belair Stud’s Fighting Fox 
(119) on top, and blazed a quarter-mile in 223, 
seconds. Entracte was still hanging on, so Fight- 
ing Fox went the next quarter-mile in :23°2;. He 
still had some hangers on, so he kept blazing, 
went the first six furlongs in 1:10. That finished 
the opposition and Fighting Fox drew out to win 
by five lengths, broke a 20-year-old track record 
for the distance. Myron Selznick’s Can't Wait 
(112), starting slowly, gradually ran past the 
rest of the field and was second, two lengths in 
front of J. Y. Christmas’s Rough Time (119). A 
length and a half farther away Maxwell Howard’s

Johnstown Takes the Dwyer 


It was more or less expected that Belair Stud’s 
Johnstown (126) would take the Dwyer Stakes 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 11, miles) in stride 
at Aqueduct June 17. He had a fast track and 
his principal rival, W. L. Brann’s Challedon (126), 
was not expected to be at his best at the dis- 
tance, being a rather slow starter generally. But 
possibly Lou Schaefer took a leaf from Seabis- 
cuit’s book, and decided that the only way to beat 
Johnstown on a dry track was to “look him in 
the eye.’ Past performances have shown that 
this has to be done in the early stages, for after 
a few furlongs Johnstown is not to be looked in 
the eye. So George Seabo surprised nearly every- 
one by hustling Challedon away from the gate at 
high speed. Johnstown was just outside him, and 
for the first quarter-mile it was a head-and-head 
duel. By that time Challedon had seen enough, 
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and it was the Derby, the Withers, the Belmont 
all over again. Johnstown drew out to a lead of 
four lengths coming into the stretch, got the 
race safe. Millsdale Stable’s unconsidered Sun 
Lover (116) made a determined bid in the stretch 
and Stout roused Johnstown sharply, won only 
by a length but was never in danger. Six lengths 
behind Sun Lover Challedon was third, with Sara- 
toga Stable’s Volitant (119), which had raced 
in third place most of the way, six lengths far- 
ther back in fourth position. Time Sheet (116), 
never a factor, was the only other starter. Time, 
72315, :46, 1:1035, 1:353;, 1:48%5, track fast. 
Stakes division, $9,250, $2,000, $1,000, $500. 

The Chief won the Dwyer last year in the same 
time, and no other running has been as fast. But 
both Johnstown and The Chief missed Discovery's 
track record by one-fifth of a second.

Johnstown has started 20 times, won 14 races, 
finished third twice, and has earned $165,315, of 
which $134,895 has been taken this year.

Two Bills in New York 


On June 12 Gov. Herbert Lehman signed two 
bills affecting racing, which thus became laws. 
One, sponsored by Senator J. J. Dunnigan, gives 
the racing commission, acting in conjunction 
with The Jockey Club or the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association, power to suspend or 
revoke licenses. The other is an appropriation 
bill, providing $15,000 for the use of the racing 
commission in making drug tests to determine 
if horses have been stimulated.

DELAWARE 


Delaware Park 


UNE 17 at Delaware Park, the sixteenth day 

of a 30-day meeting, was given over to fillies, 
as far as the stakes events were concerned. The 
Polly Drummond Stakes was for 2-year-olds, 
drew most of the more prominent fillies in that 
division. Winner and favorite was Brookmeade 
Stable’s Teacher, a Wise Counsellor miss which 
cost only $1,600 at Saratoga last year. Rose- 
town, George D. Widener’s good Jamestown filly, 
was beaten a length but conceded three pounds 
to the winner. Arden Lass, beaten another 
length, was giving six pounds to Rosetown, nine 
to Teacher, so that the three seem very close 
together at level weights. The Delaware Oaks, 
for 3-year-old fillies, confused an already confus- 
ing situation, when Wise Lady won smartly from 
War Plumage and Alms, both of which had pre- 
viously been stakes winners in their division. 
Wise Lady was getting nine pounds from each, 
but her victory was a rather decisive one. 

Two other non-claiming events were on the 
Saturday program, both at short distances. A 
2-year-old allowance race, at five furlongs, went 
to the *Challenger II gelding Victory Morn, bred 
and owned by Ral Parr. A sprint for 3-year-olds 
and up went to G. D. Widener’s Eight Thirty, 3- 
year-old son of Pilate, which beat a field of older 
horses, including Nedayr and Masked General. 


Georgetown Steeplechase Handicap 


Last year’s domination of the steeplechasing 
field by horses from the stable of Thomas Hitch- 
cock is apparently not to be continued this sea- 
son. On June 14 at Delaware Park the 1938 ace, 

Annibal (169), which won six of seven starts 
last year, came out for the Georgetown Steeple- 
chase Handicap ($6,000 added, 4-year-olds and 
up, about two miles), coupled with the once 
brilliant *Rioter (152). The entry was made a 
strong favorite. 

At the start *Rioter had speed, and he soon 
took the lead, followed by Brookmeade Stable’s 
National Anthem (139), which was suited by the 
soft going. Straw Boss (136) was third. At the 
seventh fence National Anthem was crowded 
back badly, and never recovered. At the ninth 
both *Rioter and Straw Boss went down. Left 
with the lead was Mrs. Gwladys Whitney’s Gay 
Charles (160), which had been racing well up 
in fourth place.

The logical fa- 
vorite seemed to be George D. Widener’s Rose- 
town (116), which had not been worse than sec- 
ond in seven starts, but bettors ended by making 
Brookmeade Stable’s Teacher (113) a slight 
choice over the Jamestown filly, despite the fact 
that Rosetown had beaten Teacher a nose a week 
earlier, and in addition Teacher had picked up 
two pounds.

Teacher was foaled at Charles W. Black's Sil- 
ver Lake Farm, Frankfort, Ky., on April 24, 1937. 
In the fall of that year Mr. Black dispersed his 
horses, and Stage Wait went to Hanly C. Ragan, 
of Lexington, for $150, her weanling foal to A. G. 
Madison for $675. At Saratoga last August the 
foal was offered as the property of John H. Mor- 
ris, and Brookmeade Stable bought her for $1,600. 
She has started four times, won two races, finished 
second once, and has earned $6,705. Stage Wait, 
a winner at two, is also dam of the winner Wise 
Alibi. Soubrette won at two and is also dam of 
the producer Stage Maid. Sister Superior is also 
dam of the winners In Front, Super John, Devoit, 
Droit, and Novitiate, and the producer Balkan 
Queen. 

Stage Wait, the dam of Teacher, is now owned 
by J. A. Hurt, of Morganton, N. C. Mr. Ragan 
had consigned the mare Ombrage to the Lexing- 
ton Fall Sales of 1938, but an employee at his 
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Oak Ridge Farm by mistake took Stage Wait to 
the sale instead of Ombrage. She was purchased 
by Mr. Hurt for $25 and the mistake was not 
discovered until sometime later. When the error 
became apparent Mr. Ragan delivered to Mr. Hurt 
the registration paper on Stage Wait, received 
back the paper on Ombrage. 


Another Oaks Mare 


The 3-year-old situation among the colts is a 
very well defined one, but no such condition ex- 
ists among the fillies. Flying Lill won the Ken- 
tucky Oaks. Alms won the Pimlico Oaks. Hos- 
tility took the Acorn Stakes, and War Plumage 
won the C. C. A. Oaks. Two of these, James 
Cox Brady’s War Plumage (119) and Mrs. An- 
thony Pelleteri’s Alms (119) met in the Dela- 
ware Oaks ($4,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 1% 
miles) at Delaware Park June 17, but when the 
race was over another name had been added to 
the list of aspirants for 3-year-old filly honors. 

This was Belair Stud’s Wise Lady (110), which 
Jockey Hilton Dabson sent to the front during a 
slow first quarter, and which led at every post, 
giving William Woodward's powerful stable its 
third stakes victory of the day. War Plumage, 
which got away well but was taken back in the 
first quarter-mile, set herself to the task of 
catching Wise Lady thereafter, got up to her 
head at the eighth-pole. The Gallant Fox filly 
pulled away again and beat her two lengths, 
with Alms three lengths away third. J. Kugel- 
man’s Pascua (110), which was beaten in a 
$1,500 claiming race four days earlier, was 
fourth 15 lengths farther back. Puzzle Dance

Lincoln Fields 


OW in the last week of its 27-day meeting, 

Lincoln Fields has been drawing rather 
good attendance, has enjoyed a fairly good meet- 
ing. Competition elsewhere and a _ spell of 
coughing at the track resulted in a good many 
small fields, but otherwise the organization has 
had no important difficulties. 

The crowd on June 17 was the largest of the 
meeting with the exception of Decoration Day, 
and the weather was ideal, in sharp contrast to 
that of the preceeding Saturday, when most of 
the racing was held in a downpour. Two stakes 
featured the program, one going to the outsider 
Grass Cutter, the other resulting in a dead heat 
between Manie O’Hara and Her Reigh, both 
stakes winners earlier in the meeting. Nunzio 
Pariso rode the winners of both stakes, and E. 
Hanke also got two winners, but riding honors 
for the day went to O. Grohs, who rode the win- 
ners of the first, third, and fourth events, none 
of them favorites. 


Grass Cutter Surprises 


If there had been a quinella on the Calumet 
Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs) at Lincoln Fields June 17 it would 
have paid off in large figures, for the winner 
was the 17-to-1 Grass Cutter (107), owned by 
Shady Brook Farm, and the second horse was 
Daniel B. Midkiff and Howard Wells’ Cross Keys 
(105), an absolute outsider at nearly 53 to 1.

Manie O'Hara was also entered in the Calumet 
Handicap, but it was decided to send her out in 
the longer race, even though Her Reigh had 
beaten her soundly a week earlier. At the start 
Her Reigh, J. W. Parrish’s Dellor (123), and 
several others were off together, and as the field 
jammed on the first turn Dellor went down, break- 
ing both fore legs. Shandon Farm's Burning Star 
(117), close behind, struck the fallen horse and 
threw Jockey Irving Anderson, did not fall him- 
self. Bala Ormont (3-y-o, 106), stablemate of 
Manie O'Hara, made the first determined run at 
Her Reigh, but J. Emery’s Dolly Val (107) came 
up fast and passed both of them. Bala Ormont 
dropped back, then ran at the new leader, drop- 
ped back again. Her Reigh was hanging closely 
to Dolly Val, came well in the stretch and got 
to her inside the eighth-pole. Nunzio Pariso had 
swung Manie O'Hara to the outside at the head 
of the stretch and the filly closed courageously. 
Her Reigh had headed Dolly Val just at the end, 
barely lasted as Manie O’Hara closed fast. The 
first three horses crossed the finish line almost to- 
gether, with Manie O’Hara and Her Reigh in a 
dead heat for first place, with Dolly Val third a 
head behind them.

The winner 
was Richard A. Moore's Clodion, a son of *Phara- 
mond II which had previously won a stakes in 
New England this season. A supporting race 
was an allowance event at 1 1-16 miles, for 3- 
year-olds and up, won by Mrs. M. Barnett’s Harp 


Weaver, a 4-year-old filly by *Challenger II. 
Another interesting race was an event, also 
under allowance conditions, at 1's miles. This 


was won by B. A. Dario’s Little Banner, 5-year- 
old mare by On Watch. The other non-claiming 
race of the day was for 2-year-old maidens, and 
was won by Rough Biscuit, a Happy Time colt 
bred by Labrot and Company. 

Support of the meeting has continued to be 
good, with little variation from last year's 
figures indicated. On June 17, despite a cloudy 
day, about 25,000 persons were out, and the pari- 
mutuel turnover was $508,227. This brought the 
total for the first half of the meeting to $11,421,- 
168, a daily average of $380,705. Last season the 
average was about $389,000 daily, but the cur- 
rent meeting may reach that figure before it is 
completed.

A stable hand found an apple core in a 
barn, turned it over to officials who found that it 
contained caffeine. The following day the stable- 
man identified a man as one he had seen hang- 
ing about the barns the day before, and officials 
said the suspect, whose name was not disclosed, 
admitted that he had been employed to throw 
apples containing stimulants into the stalls of 
certain horses. He implicated another man, who 
was arrested also. Both men were turned over 
to East Boston police, on suspicion of possessing 
narcotics. Federal agents were called in, but 
these can take no action unless it is proved that 
narcotics and not mere stimulants such as caf- 
feine or strychnine were used.

Hollywood Park 


F support for the Hollywood Park meeting in- 
- creases during the meeting this season as it 
did last, the pari-mutuel average will probably 
be nearly the same. For the 1938 meeting the 
daily average was $12 under $500,000. This year, 
through the first 10 days, the average was about 
$400,000. The meeting, a 46-day affair, is now 
about one-third over, but complete figures for 
the meeting to date are not yet available. 


The featured event on June 17 was the Will 
Rogers Memorial Handicap, a $7,500 added event 
which was won by Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s Time 
Maker colt Time Alone, under top weight of 122 
pounds. Manhasset Stable’s Roman Hero was 
second, L. T. Whitehill’s Teddy Kerry third. 


Flying Wild Beats Patty Cake 


Odds-on favorite, at 6 to 10, for the first run- 
ning of the Long Beach Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, one mile) 
at Hollywood Park June 10 was Norman W. 
Church’s Patty Cake (118), which had finished 
second in five of her last six previous races. She 
finished second again, beaten a half-length by 
Mrs. Graceton Philpot's Flying Wild (107), one 
of the outsiders in the betting at $18.80 to $1. 
Ridden py L. Knapp, Flying Wild was rated in 
fourth position for the first three quarters, be- 
hind Kenaston and Philpot’s First Kiss (107), 
Lawrence Barker’s -*Sumatra III (110), and 
Patty Cake, which ran in that order to the 
stretch. First Kiss, a daughter of Osculator, 
weakened after passing the eighth-pole, and Fly- 
ing Wild was sent to the front, winning from 
Patty Cake by half a length. First Kiss was 
third, a length and a half farther back and two 
and a half lengths ahead of Wilshire Stable’s 
Novelette (113), which had been outrun in the 
early furlongs.

Detroit 


UST a little more than half-way through its 

49-day summer meeting, Detroit has been en- 
joying fairly good weather and good patronage, 
and the meeting seems likely to be a successful 
one. But the track has been unfortunate in that 
what rain it has had has been on Saturdays. 
For three successive weeks it rained on the 
Saturday racing, and though the June 17 pro- 
gram was dry, the skies were so threatening that 
attendance was held to about 10,000. 

The June 17 racing was featured by the Sallan 
Cup Handicap, which proved to be an indecisive 
race. Starter Steele picked an unfortunate mo- 
ment to send the field away, as starters occa- 
sionally do, and two horses, What Fun and Jungle 
Moon, never had a chance. To make the form 
more doubtful, the favored Domkin, unbeaten 
winner of three races, was knocked back sharply 
in the first furlong, and though he recovered the 
effort took too much out of him and he tired, 
finished third. A secondary attraction was an 
allowance event at six furlongs, won by Mrs. C. 
C. Winters’ Star Struck, a 3-year-old Morvich 
filly which beat a band of older horses. A combi- 
nation race, in which horses subject to claim get 
allowances, was won by Milky Way Farm's 3- 
year-old Banner Man, by *Sickle. Another al- 
lowance race opened the card; it was won by J. 
C. Ellis’s Sweeping Bow, another 3-year-old, but 
he bore over on Noah's Pride, a 10-year-old, and 
was disqualified and placed second to the Noah 
gelding. 


Sallan Cup Handicap 


The entry of R. B. George’s Glad Acres Farm, 
made up of Joe Greenock (112) and Sir Greenock 
(111), completely dominated the running of the 
Sallan Cup Handicap ($2,000 added, 2-year-olds, 
five furlongs) at Detroit June 17. Joe Greenock 
ran in front for about four furlongs, with his 
stablemate just behind him. Near the eighth- 
pole Joe Greenock began tiring but Sir Greenock, 
driven by E. Rodriguez, ran out from the field 
and won by five lengths. Mrs. W. M. Emerson's 
Hi Gold (109), by Hi-Jack, closed some ground 
to be second, a head in front of the odds-on fa- 
vorite, T. D. Buhl’s Domkin (119). The Ladkin 
colt, unbeaten in three previous starts, was 
knocked back soon after the start; he recovered 
rapidly and got into contention, then tired. Joe 
Greenock was fourth, followed by Ortaisi (110), 
What Fun (108), and Jungle Moon (110).

Royal Ascot 


TYROM the point of view of the Turf writer or 
i the fashion editor, the world's first-ranking 
race meeting is that at Royal Ascot in England 

the one race track in the world to which there 
is no use sending a Thoroughbred unless he is a 
stakes horse. This year’s meeting, held Tues- 
day, June 13, through Friday, June 16, had a 
little less color than usual, both for race and 
fashion writers. The weather for the most part 
was cool and cloudy, and on Thursday, the day 
of the Gold Cup, the crowd was peppered with 
rain. On opening day the usual royal procession 
was missing, since the King and Queen were 
visiting in North America. The Associated Press 
quoted “one dress designer’ that it was the 
“least smart’? Ascot since the war. (On the 
Thursday, says the A. P., “She scornfully noted 
that at least a dozen women in the royal en- 
closure were wearing the same dresses they had 
on the first two days of the meeting.’”’) For the 
race writers there was no Blue Peter in action, 
no Flares to challenge for an American victory 
in the Gold Cup, no such stirring spectacle as 
when the Oaks winner Quashed beat the Ameri- 
can Omaha in the Gold Cup of 1936. But it was 
still Ascot. 

The Ascot Gold Cup, the world's most famed 
weight-for-age distance race, lost some of its 
color frem the fact that neither Bois Roussel 
nor Rockfel was in the field. Rockfel probably 
would have been the favorite if she had started, 
but the decision not to run her was made sev- 
eral days ahead. James R. Rank’s St. Leger 
winner Scottish Union, was made the favorite 
at 13 to 8, and he was the leader during the 
early stages of the 21!2-mile test, but proved 
less of a stayer than two others in the field, and 
finished third. He was attended at first by the 
Duke of Marlborough’s River Prince, but a quar- 
ter-mile from the finish both of them weakened as 
Lord Milford’s Flyon, a 100-to-6 outsider, chal- 
lenged for the lead. Flyon went on to win 
easily by approximately five lengths from Sir Abe 
Bailey’s Maranta, a not altogether consistent 
Solario 5-year-old, which passed Scottish Union 
near the end and pulled out to finish three 
lengths ahead of him. Owenstown was fourth, 
Magic Circle fifth, River Prince sixth, Frawn 
seventh, Foxglove II eighth and last. Flyon’s 
time was 4:28!5 on “soft going.”

Flyon was not considered, before the race, to 
be up to beating classic horses, but he had 
proved his worth on several occasions. Unplaced 
in his only two starts at two, he won five races 
last year at three, including the Tudor Stakes, 
Payne Stakes, Newmarket St. Leger, and Liver- 
pool St. Leger. In four previous attempts this 
year he had failed to score, finishing second to

the French-bred 3-year-old Tricameron in the 
Ormonde Stakes and second to Maranta (which 
received nine pounds) in the Manchester Handi- 
cap. But in the Gold Cup he was clearly the 
master. 

Flyon was bred by Sir Laurence Phillips, who 
was made Lord Milford at the beginning of this 
year. Lord Milford’s most constant love in the 
field of sports is pheasant shooting, and he has 
entertained many of England’s notables at his 
place in Six Mile Bottom. But years ago he 
noted that the attention of his guests was fre- 
quently diverted from pheasants to the running 
of the Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire. He was 
not familiar with racing, but finally he decided 
to do something to give him an interest in the 
sport. He went to the Doncaster yearling sales 
of 1926 and bought a yearling colt by Flamboy- 
ant out of Lady Peregrine. Under the name of 
Flamingo the colt became one of the best of his 
age, winning, among other races, the National 
Breeders’ Produce Stakes and the Two Thousand 
Guineas (beating *Royal Minstrel), and finishing 
second to Felstead in the fastest running of the 
Derby. So Sir Laurence became a Thoroughbred 
breeder, and Flamingo still stands at his Dalham 
Hall Stud, where he got this year’s Gold Cup 
winner. F lyon, incidentally, is the second Gold 
Cup winner of the last four years from the male 
line of the American-bred Tracery. Quashed, 
winner of the 1936 running, is by Obliterate, son 
of Tracery. 

Acquit, the dam of Flyon, won half a race 
(dead heat) at three. She has produced three 
other foals, none of which has won. She is a 
half-sister to A. B. Hancock’s *Embassy, dam of 
several good winners. Curia, the second dam, 
produced six other moderate winners. The next 
dam was the great race mare Sceptre, ancestress 
of numerous high-class horses. 


FIRST DAY 


The meeting started ominously, with two vic- 
tories for French-bred horses. Robert Lazard’s 
MacKann, one of France’s top milers, won the 
first race on the first day, the Queen Anne Stakes, 
seven furlongs and 155 yards. John Hay Whit- 
ney’s American-bred Time Step, a 3-year-old son 
of *Royal Minstrel, was favorite at 11 to 10, hav- 
ing won his three previous starts of the year and 
established a reputation as one of the best sprint- 
ers in England, but he finished unplaced. Mac- 
Kann is a 38-year-old chestnut colt by The Mac- 
Nab (by Abbots Trace) out of Canalette, by Can- 
nobie. 


The two-mile Gold Vase which followed saw 
three French-bred horses leading home a field of 
17. H. G. Blagrave’s Atout Maitre (3-year-old 
brown colt by Vatout—-Royal Mistress, by *Teddy 
—Tout Paris, by St. Frusquin) won by four 
lengths from Accord Parfait, with Aurica third. 
Atout Maitre is now owned and trained in Eng- 
land. 


The 21! .-mile Ascot Stakes, a handicap, went, 
for the second year in succession, to John Wes- 
toll’s Frawn (5-year-old bay horse by Foxlaw— 
Fire Mist, by Sunstar), which finished half a 
length ahead of Miss Dorothy Paget’s Foxchase, 
another son of Foxlaw. Sir Abe Bailey’s Ninas 
was third. 


The five-furlong Coventry Stakes, for 2-year- 
olds, fell to Prince Aly Khan’s Turkhan, the sec- 
ond winner from the first crop of foals by the 
unbeaten Bahram. Turkhan is out of the stakes- 
winning mare Theresina, by Diophon out of Tere- 
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sina, by Tracery. His dam is a half-sister to 
W. S. Kilmer’s *Gino. 

King George’s Great Truth was a 3-to-1 fa- 
vorite for the Queen Mary Stakes, for 2-year-old 
fillies, but the winner was Lord Lonsdale’s Snow- 
berry, by Cameronian out of Myrobella (a top- 
class 2-year-old in 1932), by Tetratema out of 
Dolabella, by White Eagle. 


Lord Derby’s Heliopolis (3-year-old bay colt 
by Hyperion—Drift, by Swynford) took up top 
weight and scored a comfortable victory in the 
Prince of Wales’ Stakes, about 15, miles. 

The one-mile St. James’ Palace Stakes was 
won by Sir John Jarvis’s Admiral’s Walk (3-year- 
old chestnut colt by Hyperion—Tabaris, by Roi 
Herode), the day’s only winning favorite. 


SECOND DAY 


The two-mile Churchill Stakes fell to James V. 
Rank’s Michoumy, a 4-year-old colt bred in 
France, by Fiterari out of Valdivia, by Rabelais. 

The Chesham Stakes brought together a good 
field of 2-year-olds, and the winner was Lord 
Glanely’s unnamed colt by Colombo out of the 
Oaks winner Rose of England, by *Teddy. Rose 
of England, now 12 years old, is also dam of the 
St. Leger winner Chulmleigh. 

The Royal Hunt Cup, seven furlongs and 155 
yards, one of the most coveted sprint races in 
England, went to Sir Abe Bailey’s Caerloptic, 
which closed at 100 to 8. He won by a length 
from Galsonia, with Greenwich third. Caerloptic 
has one of the shortest pedigrees among horses 
racing today, as his fourth dam is unknown. He 
is by Caerleon out of the Irish One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks winner Soloptic, by Soldennis. 

The King Edward VII Stakes, 112 miles, 
brought the only American victory of the meet- 
ing, William Woodward's Hypnotist winning from 
a field of good 3-year-olds. An even-money fa- 
vorite, he finished three lengths ahead of Lord 
Derby’s Cockpit, which had a head advantage 
over Sir Abe Bailey’s High Peru. Hypnotist, 
which had been among the favorites for the 
Derby, is by Hyperion out of the American stakes 
winner Flying Gal, by *Sir Gallahad III out of 
*Filante, by Sardanapale. Flying Gal is also dam 
of the St. Leger and Eclipse Stakes winner *Bos- 
well and of the stakes winner Gainly. 

The one-mile Coronation Stakes, one of Eng- 
land’s richest races for 3-year-old fillies, went to 
Lord Glanely’s Olein, by Colombo out of the stakes 
winner Grand Peace, by Grand Parade. Mar- 
shall Field’s Infra Red, half-sister to *Jacopo, 
*Foray, and other good ones, was unplaced. 

Lady Beatty’s Gold Vista (3-year-old chestnut 
filly by Gold Bridge—Gay -Vista, by Gay Cru- 
sader) won the five-furlong Fern Hill Stakes, 
with Mrs. James Corrigan’s Panorama second. 

The Bessborough Stakes, a handicap at 11.2 
miles, went to W. Lysaght’s Alistair, 5-year-old 
horse by Legatee—-Apple Blossom, by Pommern. 


THIRD DAY 


The third day, like the first two, started with a 
victory for a French-bred horse. The one-mile 
Ribblesdale Stakes saw Lord Portal’s Ombro (3- 
year-old chestnut colt by Dictateur VIII—Ombla, 
by La Farina) a comfortable winner. Ombro is 
trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. 

The five-furlong Granville Stakes, for 2- and 
3-year-olds, found Portobello an odds-on favor- 
ite, but he was left at the post and finished last. 
The winner was Mrs. F. J. Barlow’s Cosmohone, 
3-year-old filly by Sir Cosmo out of Inchmahone, 
by Winalot. 


THE BLOOD-HORSLE 


After the Gold Cup, Captain Boyd-Rochfort 
scored his second success of the day when Mrs. 
W. Murray’s Glen Loan (4-year-old colt by Loan- 
ingdale—-Abbots Glen, by Abbots Trace) won the 
Rous Memorial Stakes, seven furlongs, 155 yards 

The New Stakes, five furlongs, Ascot’s top race 
for 2-year-olds, brought the day’s only victory 
for a favorite. The winner was the Hon. Peter 
Beatty's Tant Mieux, ridden by Gordon Richards 
Tant Mieux is a bay colt by Asterus (by *Teddy) 
out of Tantine, by Solario, second dam Tricky 
Aunt, by Son-in-Law. 

The Waterford Stakes, 3-year-olds, one mile, 
furnished another winner by the French sire As- 
terus when Lord Astor’s Fulham beat Mrs. James 
Corrigan’s odds-on favorite Signal Light by a 
length. Richards was again the winning jockey. 
Fulham is out of Instantaneous, by Hurry On 
out of Picture, by Gainsborough. 

The six-furlong Cork and Orrery Stakes win- 
ner, Sir John Jarvis’ Old Reliance (4-year-old 
gelding by Old Rowley—-Lady Bailingham, by 
Honey Bee) was ridden by Eph Smith, who had 
also won the Gold Cup with Flyon and on open- 
ing day had won with Frawn and Admiral’s Walk. 


FOURTH DAY 


For the fourth and final day of the meeting, 
the only result available to THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
the victory of F. W. Wilmot’s 4-year-old America, 
a 20-to-1 outsider, in the six-furlong Wokingham 
Stakes. The Countess of Hainault’s Antecedent 
was second, beaten three-quarters of a length, 
with Shalfleet third, a head farther back. America 
is a 4-year-old chestnut colt by The Masher (by 
Pomme de Terre, by Polymelus) out of Miss 
Americus, by Orpheus out of Lady Americus, by 
the American-bred Americus. 


*Belfonds's Fourth Oaks Winner 


When Abram S. Hewitt, owner of Montana 
Hall at White Post, Va., brought *Belfonds, grey 
son of Isard II, to America in 1937, the out- 
standing feature of his record as a sire was the 
fact that he had got no fewer than three win- 
ners of the Prix de Diane, French equivalent of 
England’s Oaks. His winners of the filly classic 
were Commanderie (also winner of the Grand 
Prix de Paris) in 1930, Vendange in 1933, Peniche 
in 1935. He just missed in 1932, when Ligne de 
Fond, which had won the One Thousand Guineas 
equivalent, was second to Perruche Bleue. 

Now “*Belfonds must be credited with his 
fourth winner of the Prix de Diane in a space of 
10 years. On Sunday, June 4, his grey daughter 
Lysistrata, owned by the Argentine sportsman 
E. Martinez de Hoz, scored a runaway victory 
over the best field of 3-year-old fillies that France 
could furnish. Starting at nearly 6 to 1, she 
won by four lengths from L. L. Lawrence’s Dream 
Girl (by Dark Legend), which had a one-length 
advantage over J. Guerlain’s Kaligoussa (by 
Chateau Bouscaut). Among the also-rans was 
Edward Esmond’s White Fox, a Foxhunter filly, 
which had finished second to Galatea II in the 
Oaks at Epsom Downs. The others unplaced 
were Agathe, Atalanta, Souveraine, Semiramide, 
Ma Tante, Mme. la Marquise, Peau d’Ane, Es- 
quisse, Surprise, Belle Corisande, Bramouse, 
Lauza, Sif, and Son Amphore. 

Like numerous other French classic winners, 
Lysistrata did not race at two. Her dam, Lib- 
ertad, is a 9-year-old daughter of Bruleur out of 
Lucide, by Maintenon out of Lucy Neal, by Neil 
Gow, next dam the unbeaten Quintessence.

Granville to Kentucky 


A] HEN Granville was retired from racing at 

the end of his 3-year-old season William 
Woodward leased him to Kenneth N. Gilpin for 
a five-year period, beginning with the 1937 sea- 
son. Mr. Gilpin’s lease still had two years to run 
when he decided recently to disperse the breed- 
ing stock at his Kentmere Stud, Boyce, Va. This 
week John Hay Whitney announced that he had 
leased Granville for the next two years, with an 
option to extend the lease, and that the son of 
Gallant Fox would be transferred immediately 
to his farm near Lexington. 

Major Louie A. Beard, in making the an- 
nouncement for Mr. Whitney, stated that he had 
inspected 17 of the get of Granville, yearlings 
and foals, and that he was very much impressed 
with their uniform excellence of conformation. 
Several representatives of the young stallion’s 
first crop will be sold as yearlings at Saratoga 
in August. 

Granville, like his sire, Gallant Fox, evolved 
from a good 2-year-old to a great 3-year-old. He 
was beaten a nose by Teufel in the Wood Me- 
morial, lost his rider at the start of the Ken- 
tucky Derby, was beaten a nose by Bold Venture 
in the Preakness Stakes, beaten a nose by Fire- 
thorn in the Suburban Handicap. Bold Venture 
broke down after the Preakness and Granville 
was left without a rival for leading 3-year-old 
honors during the remainder of the season, win- 
ning the Belmont, the Classic, the Kenner, the 
Saratoga Cup, the Travers, and the Lawrence 
Realization. In winning the Realization he over- 
reached and clipped his left fore ankle. Trainer 
James Fitzsimmons decided it would be better to 
pass up his engagement for the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, and he was unwound. In December, 1936, 
it was announced that he would be retired to the 
stud, would stand at Kentmere under lease to 
Mr. Gilpin. 

Granville, apparently a pure dominant for non- 
chestnut coat color. is by Gallant Fox out of 
Gravita, by “Sarmatian (by Sardanapale) out of 
Gravitate (dam of the stakes winners Sir An- 
drew and Dominus and other winners), by Rock 
View out of *Lady Carnot (dam of Aga Khan), 
by Radium. He will be the first horse of the 
“Teddy male line to stand at any of the Whitney 
farms. 


War Admiral Returns 


On May 2, 1934, at Samuel D. Riddle’s Far- 
away Farm, Lexington, the Sweep mare Brushup 
foaled the brown colt by Man o’ War which was 
later named War Admiral. In the following 
year he went up with the other Riddle yearlings 
to Glen Riddle, Pa., to get his first racing lessons. 
In 1937 he came back to Kentucky for the first 
time, won the Kentucky Derby unextended, and 
returned to the East. This week, on June 20, he 
returned to Kentucky, went again to Faraway 
Farm, where he will enter the stud in 1940. Dur- 
ing his absence from Faraway he had started 
26 times, won 21 races, finished second three 
times, third once, fourth once, and had earned 
$273,240, making him eighth among American 
money winners. 

War Admiral won the Eastern Shore Handicap 
at two, was second in the Great American Stakes

and Richard Johnson Handicap, third in the Na- 
tional Stallion Stakes. He went into winter re- 
tirement with the reputation of being a very 
good colt, but Reaping Reward, Pompoon, and 
Brooklyn were all generally considered to have 
better chances for the 3-year-old classics. At 
Havre de Grace, however, War Admiral swept 
through the Chesapeake Stakes in such style that 
he went to the post in the Derby as an 8 to 5 
favorite, won it by two lengths from Pompoon. 
Then he won the Preakness and Belmont Stakes, 
being the first son of Man o’ War to complete 
the great spring triple. In the Belmont Stakes 
he grabbed himself at the start, cutting deeply 
into his right fore quarter, but went on to set a 
new track record for the 11-miles, and equaled 
the American record for the distance. The in- 
jury kept him out of training through the sum- 
mer, but in the fall he won the Washington Han- 
dicap and Pimlico Special, completed the season 
undefeated. 

At four he began by winning the Widener 
Handicap at Hialeah Park, and later in the sea- 
son he won the Queens County, Saratoga, Rhode 
Island Handicaps, Wilson, Whitney Stakes, Sara- 
toga Cup, and Jockey Club Gold Cup. He met 
two defeats at four, finishing fourth in the mud 
to Menow, Busy K., and War Minstrel in the 
Massachusetts Handicap at Suffolk Downs, and 
being beaten by Seabiscuit in the special race 
at Pimlico last November 1. 

It was first decided to retire him to stud for 
the 1939 season, but Owner Riddle reconsidered, 
sent him to Hialeah Park with the Widener Han- 
dicap as his objective. On February 18 he was 
out for a preparatory race, beat Pasteurized and 
one other starter, running seven furlongs in 
1:2245. But shortly before the Widener he de- 
veloped a slight fever which, though not serious 
in itself, caused his training to be so interrupted 
that he was withdrawn. 

Conflicting reports of his condition have arisen 
throughout the spring until June 15, when Mr. 
Riddle announced that War Admiral would be 
retired. Bob Hurst, Faraway Farm superin- 
tendent who went East with the Faraway Farm 
yearlings, brought War Admiral back with him, 
and he arrived at the Southern Railway Com- 
pany’s station at 9:45 on the morning of June 
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20, was met by reporters and photographers, 
then vanned to the farm. He was wearing four 
bandages when unloaded, a rather common ship- 
ping precaution. The injury that forced his re- 
tirement was described in press dispatches as “a 
slight bump on the fore leg above the ankle.” 

War Admiral, which will stand for a fee of 
$1,500, was booked to a number of mares for 
1939. These services will be carried over to the 
1940 season if owners of the mares wish. 


*Nea Lap's Foals 


Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, reading in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE of May 27 that an allowance race 
for 2-year-old fillies at Belmont Park had been 
won by J. H. Whitney’s home-bred The Wind, by 
The Porter out of *Nea Lap, was a little puzzled, 
since he is training in England *Nea Lap’s 2- 
year-old, a *Royal Minstrel colt named Poet’s 
Corner. What THE BLOOD-HORSE meant to report 
was that The Wind had won an allowance race 
for 3-year-old fillies. 

For his venture of importing from Australia 
the sister to the redoubtable Phar Lap Mr. Whit- 
ney has had smail return so far. *Nea Lap was 
brought to the United States in 1932 and her ar- 
rival was reported in the same issue of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE with the report of the death of 
*Brocatelle, daughter of Radium and dam of 
Toro. Toro’s pedigree probably was largely re- 
sponsible for the importation of Phar Lap’s sis- 
ter, since *Nea Lap was by Night Raid, son of 
Radium. She was mated with The Porter (sire 
of Toro) her first three seasons in the stud. The 
first year she slipped twins. In 1935 she pro- 
duced Floor Maid, a filly which won two mod- 
erate races at three. In 1936 she had another 
filly, The Wind, which broke her maiden at the 
Belmont Park meeting this spring. 


*Nea Lap was then sent to *Royal Minstrel and 
produced in 1937 the chestnut colt Poet’s Corner, 
now in England but not yet a starter. In 1938 
she was barren to Equipoise. This year she is 
nursing a twin colt by The Porter and has been 
bred to Peace Chance. 


Cavalcade to Move 


It was announced June 18 that Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloan’s Cavalcade, which made a success- 
ful season at Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst 
Farm, near Nicholasville, Ky., this year, would 
be returned to his owner’s Brookmeade Farm, 
near Upperville, Va., where he made the season 
of 1937. It has been the policy of the farm to 
alternate its stallions between Virginia and Ken- 
tucky, and Manager Hugh Fontaine last week 
told representatives of THE BLOOD-HORSE that he 
intended to send High Quest, which made the 
1939 season in Virginia, to Almahurst Farm for 
the 1940 season. Cavalcade’s first foals are 
yearlings and a number of them are included in 
the Saratoga consignments of Virginia breeders 
this year. 


Jacola Runs No More 


In the Newcastle Handicap June 10 Edward 
Friendly’s Jacola, 4-year-old daughter of *Jacopo 
—La France, by *Sir Gallahad III, bowed a ten- 
don badly, and on June 16 Trainer Selby Burch 
announced that she would not be trained again,

would be sold for breeding purposes. Jacola was 
one of the leading juvenile fillies of 1937, win- 
ning the Selima Stakes and placing in three 
other stakes, including a second in the Pimlico 
Futurity. Last year she did not enter compe- 
tition until fall, when she won the Laurel Stakes 
(beating Seabiscuit), the Maryland and Wash- 
ington Handicaps. This year she had won one 
race, an overnight handicap at Jamaica. In all 
Jacola started 25 times, won 11 races, finished 
second five times, third four times, and earned 
$70,060.

Saratoga Schedule 


HE Fasig-Tipton Company last week an- 

nounced from its offices in New York the 
schedule for its annual Saratoga sales. Approxi- 
mately 640 yearlings have been consigned, and 
apparently the number sold will be the largest 
since 1931, when exactly 640 sales were made. 
The record for Saratoga is 660, the number dis- 
posed of in 1930. The only other years in which 
more than 600 were sold were 1926 and 1927. 
Last year 559 lots were sold for $1,305,700, aver- 
age $2,336. An increase of about 14 per cent in 
number of yearlings sold is indicated. 

The sales will begin a little later than usual, 
on the evening of Tuesday, August 8, and the 
last yearlings will be offered on Tuesday, August 
22. On the morning of Saturday, August 12, the 
breeding stock and young horses of Kenneth N. 
Gilpin’s Kentmere Farm, Boyce, Va., will be dis- 
persed, and the yearlings of Charles W. Williams, 
Stadacona Farm, Glyndon, Md., and F. Wallis 
Armstrong, Meadowview Farms, Moorestown, N. 
J., will be sold. A sale of horses in training is 
scheduled for August 25.

Encephalomyelitis in Kentucky 


A few weeks ago THE BLOOD-HORSE stated that 
several cases of equine encephalomyelitis (sleep- 
ing sickness) had been reported in Kentucky by 
clinical diagnosis. None of these, it turned out, 
was verified when specimens were submitted for 
laboratory examination at the University of Ken- 
tucky, Lexington. 

But last week there was positive evidence of 
the presence of the disease in Kentucky. A work 
horse had died on a farm near Winchester, in 
Clark County, in the central Blue Grass region. 
The head was sent to the Department of Animal 
Pathology at the University of Kentucky, where 
examination indicated that the animal had died 
of encephalomyelitis. Sections of the brain were 
forwarded to Dr. H. W. Schoening, head of the 
pathology division of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry in the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, and Dr. Schoening reported that the dis- 
ease was caused by the western type of enceph- 
alomyelitis. 

Since then a few other specimens have been 
received at the University of Kentucky, but the 
reports are negative.

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Death of George Conway 


While the best horse he ever saddled was on 
his way back to Kentucky, his racing career 
ended, George Conway, best known to the Ameri- 
can racing public as the trainer of War Admiral, 
died Monday night, June 19, at the home of his 
brother, Michael Conway, at Oceanport, N. J., his 
native town. Mr. Conway had been in failing 
health for several years, had been quite ill for 
the last five weeks. He was reticent about his 
age, but was probably about 70 years old. 

George Conway, like many another successful 
trainer, began his career with a rub-rag, about 
53 years ago. His first job with Thoroughbreds 
was as a groom in the stable of horses raced by 
Andrew Albright (Eaton Stud), of Eatontown, 
N. J. He remained with that stable long enough 
to become foreman and assistant trainer. After 
the death of Mr. Albright he campaigned a few 
horses of his own and some owned by Harry J. 
Morris. The first winner he saddled was Mr. 
Morris’ Evening, a filly bred by Mr. Albright; 
he sent her out to win at Gravesend June 8, 1905. 

About 1917 Mr. Conway was engaged by the 
stable of Samuel D. Riddle, who had been prom- 
inent in amateur racing and whose best horse up 
to that time was the Spinaway and Rosedale 
Stakes winner Yankee Witch. The association 
lasted through most of the intervening years. 
When Louis Feustel was training Man o’ War 
for Mr. Riddle, Conway was his assistant, and he 
held the same position under Gwyn Tompkins, 
Feustel’s successor. He became head trainer in 
time to saddle the horses which brought Man 0’ 
War his first fame as a sire, including American 
Flag and Crusader. He was obliged to give up 
his position because of ill health, but returned to 
his old job after a brief interval. Last month, 
after struggling against the failure of his health, 
he resigned and announced his retirement from 
racing. 

Mr. Conway. a careful and patient conditioner 
who would rather not run a horse at all than to 
run him when he was not at his best, was a 
great favorite of Mr. Riddle. His place as head 
trainer has been taken by Joe Farrell, who served 
for years as Mr. Conway’s assistant.

fore the best prospects for breeding. There may 
be enough buyers who follow this line of reason- 
ing to give the consignor of fillies a better break 
than he expects. 

Charles Kenney, manager of Coldstream Stud 
at Lexington, remarked a few days ago that he 
has at Coldstream six or eight (I forget which) 
young *Bull Dog mares with splendid foals at 
their sides. There is little question that these 
foals, when they come to Saratoga next year, 
will command good prices, and that, when they 
come to the races, they will reveal a high aver- 
age of racing class. Not only because their dams 
were by *Bull Dog, but also because their dams 
were good race mares. 

The Saratoga filly market showed strength last 
year in comparison with the demand for colts, 
but I still believe that the average filly in the 
yearling sales goes at a price low enough to jus- 
tify buying her, trying her on the race track, 
and, if she shows moderate form, keeping her 
for breeding purposes.

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French Invaders 


ONDON, June 5.—-The suggestion that I 

made a considerable time ago, that race 
course executives should realize the propa- 
ganda value of providing their huge _ bank- 
holiday crowds with top-class sport that would 
encourage them to go racing with greater fre- 
quency, is being gradually adopted. As yet lit- 
tle has been done to put more sparkle into the 
sport during the holiday month of August, but 
the Kempton Park company with their Easter 
programs, and more particularly the Hurst Park 
Whitsuntide fixture, are showing the right kind 
of enterprise. At Hurst Park last Monday we 
had fare of the very highest class, the features 
of a card of seven events being the White Rose 
Stakes of £2,815 value and the Duchess of York 
Stakes, worth £417. 

The weather was all that bank-holiday weather 
should be, the attendance must have been very 
near a record for the track, and though it chanced 
that there was trouble over the big race, this 
was an incident that the executive could not be 
held responsible for. 

When J. C. Bulteel instituted the White Rose 
Stakes last year it was with the idea of pro- 
viding a worth-while public trial for Ascot Gold 
Cup candidates. It fulfilled expectations inas- 
much as it attracted several notable Cup con- 
tenders, though it did not prove of much help 
to backers, Flares, which went on to win the 
Ascot trophy, being unplaced. The Hurst Park 
race was won by an imported French 3-year-old 
Legend of France, from the French-trained Va- 
tellor. Last week again the honors, and the 
substantial prize money and wagers, were taken 
across the Channel. Their tough, staying 3-year- 
olds, Tricameron and Hunters Moon IV, finished 
first and second, with James V. Rank's 4-year-old 
Michoumy (also French-bred, but domiciled in 
this country for some 18 months) third. Senor 
was fourth with Hestia II, River Prince, and Gol- 
den Martlet behind. 

Immediately on returning to scale, Eph Smith, 
who rode the even-money favorite Hunters Moon 
IV, lodged an objection to Tricameron on the 
ground of “rough riding when taking the first 
turn and again at the 1!,-mile, putting me nearly 
over the rails twice.” The stewards (Lord 
Derby, Sir Samuel Scott, and Sir William Bass) 
sustained the objection and suspended Tucker 
from riding again at the meeting. 

The stewards deliberated for nearly an hour 
before reaching their decision, and when the 
verdict was announced it met with a very mixed 
reception. That the Birmingham-born boy A. 
Tucker, has developed a rather vigorous style of 
riding during his lengthy sojourn in France 
will not be denied, and I am prepared to admit 
that he might have caused anxiety to some of 
the riders of other White Rose Stakes candi- 
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cates. But so far as could be seen from the 

inds, Tricameron was never near enough to 
unters Moon IV to be a menace. Smith's 
nount was lying last for half of the two-mile 
urney, and did not join the leader until a fur- 
ong and a half from home. From that point 
ere was certainly no interference. 

Perhaps the stewards were right in taking the 
drastic action that they did to mark their con- 
demnation of the jockey’s riding tactics. If they 
were the Chester stewards were wrong in the 
very different action taken in a parallel case. 
Tommy Weston was up before the Chester stew- 
ards on a charge of rough riding on Heliopolis, 
winner of the Chester Vase. As a result Weston 
was suspended for a month, but Heliopolis was 
not disqualified. Heliopolis is owned by Lord 
Derby, one of the stewards at Hurst Park who 
disqualified Tricameron. 

Baron Edouard de Rothschild, who came over 
to see Tricameron run, accepted the disqualifi- 
cation like a true philosopher. “It is a pity that 
the stewards kept us in suspense for so long,” 
was his only comment. Tricameron, which had 
shown us a taste of his quality when winning the 
Ormonde Stakes at Chester from a class field of 
older horses, has returned to Chantilly, and he 
next runs in the Grand Prix de Paris, a race in 
which he will surely want a lot of beating. 

Hunters Moon [V is owned by Edward Esmond, 
and the colt, by gaining the Hurst Park stake in 
what Tod Sloan used to call the “objection room,” 
atoned in a little measure for the owner's tan- 
talizing luck at Epsom, where he had the run- 
ners-up for the Derby and Oaks in Fox Cub and 
White Fox respectively. Like Mr. Esmond’s rep- 
resentatives in the classics, Hunters Moon IV is 
by Foxhunter. His dam is Pearl Opal, a Bru- 
leur mare. Winner of the two races that he has 
contested in France this year, there is no ques- 
tion that Hunters Moon IV is a colt of high class. 
He remains over here, in charge of Jack Jarvis 
at Newmarket until the Ascot meeting where he 
runs for the Gold Vase. 


The Speed Division 


HE other star attraction at Hurst Park on 

Whit-Monday, the Duchess of York Plate, 
was contested by only three runners, but they 
were the fliers Panorama, Portobello, and Gold 
Vista. Mrs. James Corrigan’s unbeaten Pano- 
rama was favorite at even money to confirm the 
head superiority that he had shown over Porto- 
bello at Newmarket in the spring, which was the 
only time that Portobello had met with defeat. 
We shall never see a finer race than the pair pro- 
vided at Hurst Park. Portobello, Gordon Rich- 
ards riding, took his revenge and gained a short 
head award, Gold Vista being six lengths away 
third. It was a real thriller, and the time, 1:001;, 
was only the fraction outside the course five-fur- 
long record. There is some talk of a match be- 
ing arranged as a “rubber” contest, between these 
exceptionally brilliant 3-year-old sprinters. 

At the second stage of the Hurst Park meet- 
ing, Mrs. Benson's 4-year-old Monty, carrying 128 
pounds, put up even faster time than Portobello 
by winning a five-furlong handicap in the course 
record of 5945 seconds. This is a performance 
that may well make breeding students ponder ere 
they express themselves dogmatically. Whereas 
Portobello (by Portlaw), Panorama (by Sir Cos- 
mo), and Gold Vista (by Gold Bridge) are clearly 
bred for sprinting and nothing else, Monty is a 
son of Noble Star, a horse which set up a record 
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by winning our three greatest distance handicaps, 
the Ascot Stakes, Goodwood Stakes, and the 
Cesarewitch, all in one season. It can be said 
that the dam of Monty, a mare named Notley 
Abbey, is a daughter of the sprinter Friar Mar- 
cus, but it just doesn’t tally with the recognized 
rules that Noble Star should be the sire of a 
record-breaking sprinter. 

Another winner at Hurst Park’s concluding 
afternoon deserves special mention, this being J. 
H. Whitney’s American-bred gelding Time Step, 
which registered his third success off the reel 
when beating the smart Lightship, Cimon, and 
half a dozen others in the one-mile Thames Plate. 
We have yet to see Time Step fairly extended, 
and I do not think there is much doubt that Jack 
Anthony's charge is the best 3-year-old miler in 
the country He has been allotted 119 pounds in 
the Royal Hunt Cup, a weight that no second- 
season performer has ever carried to victory in 
the event. According to present plans, he will 
not be saddled for the handicap but will run for 
the Queen Anne Stakes at the Royal meeting. 


Manchester 


ROM Hurst Park we journeyed to Manchester 

for the four-day meeting on the popular 
Castle Irwell course. The weather continued to 
be delightful, but the firm state of the track 
caused many stable plans to be revised, and fields 
in general were of disappointing strength. On 
the opening afternoon we had the great pleasure 
of seeing the colors of His Majesty the King to 
the fore on the filly Great Truth, making her de- 
but in the Whitsuntide Foal Stakes. The merit 
she had shown in home gallops was pretty well 
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known and she started a hot favorite, and won 
with ease from Lord Glanely’s colt Tiberian (by 
Colombo out of Glenabatrick, the dam of Ti- 
berius) with W. Barnett’s colt Chico (by Umid- 
war out of Athasi, dam of Trigo) third of eight. 
Great Truth is a daughter of Bahram, and is the 
first offspring of the triple crown winner to win 
a race. She is decidedly useful, and we may see 
her to the fore in the Queen Mary Stakes at 
Ascot. Tiberian and Chico also are youngsters 
of great promise. 

Glenavon, a maiden 3-year-old colt by Trim- 
don, won the valuable Royal Standard Stakes 
(11, m.) for W. Barnett. He scored readily from 
the rather common-looking Llandaff. The favor- 
ite, the 4-year-old Glen Loan, finished fourth of 
five; Mrs. W. Murray’s handsome big colt is a 
most disappointing sort. 

On the second afternoon, the newly instituted 
Lancashire Oaks (1 m. 3 f.) was the attraction, 
but there was no filly of much account in the 
field of eight. The winner was Sir Richard 
Brooke's Cestria, a daughter of King Salmon out 
of the Gainsborough mare Deva, trained by the 
King’s trainer, Willie Jarvis. Miss Dorothy 
Paget bred Cestria, and the filly carried her colors 
in 10 races last season, winning once. She was 
put up for sale at Newmarket last December and 
Sir Richard Brooke bought her for no more than 
220 guineas. 

The Northern Stakes, for 2-year-olds, was 
notable for the fast that the winner, Captain Wil- 
braham's colt Ridley (by Pinxit), was ridden by 
W. Bullock, the jockey who won the Derby and 
Oaks of 1908 on Signorinetta. Bullock does not 
have many mounts these days, but he is still an 
artist, and he handled Ridley beautifully to beat 
the favorite, W. Murray's Defiant (by Caerleon) 
in a desperately close finish. 


Maranta's Manchester Cup 


RIDAY’S big event was the Manchester Cup, 

a handicap worth £1,920 to the winner, run 
over a mile and a half. There were only seven 
runners, and the choice of most backers was the 
leggy chestnut, Lord Milford'’s 4-year-old Flyon. 
The November Handicap winner Pappageno II 
also met with strong support, though it should 
have been realized that all the best form of this 
useful horse has been shown when the going was 
on the yielding side. With Dragonnade, which 
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dead-heated foe the race a year ago, also attract 
ing market attention, those who fancied Sir Abx 
Bailey's nicely weighted 5-year-old Maranta ob 
tained the good odds of 7 to 1 to their money 
Stylishly ridden by Michael Beary, a jockey wh: 
has no superior in the art of “kidding’’ animal 
of doubtful courage to give of their best, Marant: 
won by three lengths from Flyon, with Dragon 
nade three parts of a length away third. A so) 
of Solario out of Mispec, by Tetratema, Ma 
ranta has been a wayward sort and a frequen! 
disappointment, yet has contrived to more thai 
pay his way. At Ascot last year he won th: 
Hardwicke Stakes of £3,400 from a class field 
but had not been placed in his five outings be- 
tween then and his Manchester Cup bid. Pa- 
tience, of which Sir Abe Bailey has an abundance, 
has met its due reward, however. Possibly we 
shall see Maranta in the van again at Ascot, for 
it would seem that he does his best in the summer 
sunshine.

New Jersey Votes 


As THE BLOoD-HORSE went to press (June 20), 
New Jersey voters were just about finishing a 
vote on the question of legalizing pari-mutuels. 
No reports have been received, but it is gen- 
erally believed that the amendment legalizing 
betting will carry, by a margin of 8 to 5. Pre- 
dictions of the margin of victory for the amend- 
ment vary from 10,000 to 50,000. Mayor Frank 
Hague’s Jersey City political machine, backing 
the measure, was sent ahead at full power, and 
the mayor’s spokesman said, “Although it is a 
special referendum, our machinery will be in 
operation as if it were a Presidential election.”
